It is all these facts, though 
the President did not say so, 
which caused him and the De- 
partment of State to narrow 
down the U.S. policy. 

The President, for example, 
did not declare any intent to in- 
vade China and roll back the 
Communists. Early in the Ei- 
senhower administration a 
“roll-back” and an “unleash 
Chiang” policy was prod¢laimed. 
He limited the authority of Na- 
tionalist China to Formosa and 
the Pescadores islands. 


Invitation : 
There was a clear invitation 
here to negotiate—if the Chinese 
will abandon any attack on For- 
mosa or the Pescadores, the 
United States might, in turn,

LONDON, Jan. 28 (#—A Roman 
Catholic missionary said today 
a Chinese eyewitness told him 
Red China planted ‘‘evidence” 
against 11 American airmen now 
held ag spies by moving their 
downed B29 bomber across the 
Yalu River into Manchuria. 
The missionary, who insisted 
in an interview that his identity 
be withheld, said the bomber 
crashed in North Korea. He said 
the Chinese Reds moved the 
wreckage 50 miles across the 
Yalu River into Manchuria be- 
fore photographing it as proof 
that the airmen were spying on 
Chinese Communist territory. 
The priest, who said he spent 
20 years in China, said he was 
sure his Chinese informant was; 
telling the truth. He said the 
Chinese was a member of the 
forest fire guards. 

“He came to me a few weeks 
before I left Communist China,” 
the missionary said. ‘‘He came 
not to tell me about the plane 
but only to receive the sacra- 
ments.”’

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Sen. George Earns 
Nation’s Gratitude 


Georgia’s senior senator, Walter 
Franklin George, who will be 77 years 
old today, once more has demonstrated in 
@ manner which has been featured in the 
nation’s press, radio and television news 
presentations, that he is the most re- 
spected figure in the Senate of the United 
States. 

As chairman of the vitally important 
Foreign Affairs Committee, it became 
necessary for Sen. George to take the lead 
in the debate on the President's resolu- 
tion appealing for a blank check author- 
ity with which to act in the present 
crisis concerning Formosa.” 

Oregon's Sen. Wayne Morse Ned, with 
great reason, pointed out that the Presi- 
dent's resolution was vague and that it 
could, if the President so desired, or if 
Chiang Kai-shek on Formosa so deter- 
mined. involve us im a war strixe against 
the Chinese mainland Sen. Morse and 
others also intimated that Chief of Staff 
Adm. Radford was. in fact; in favor of 
initiating “preventive warfare” against 
the Red-held mainland end that this fur- 
ther required the President to be less 
Vague and more explicit. 

Adm. Radford’s position has been 
talked privetely in Washington congres- 
sional and newspaper circles for a good 
many months. It is ome which has split the 
chiefs of staff on this issue, a fact which 
long has worried members of Congress 
who know the situation. So there was 
real reason for concern. 

Sen. George quietly and unofficially 
conveved this dilemma to the President. 
The President responded with a firm 
statement that his authority would be 
used only in a defensive manner and not 
in any aggressive strike against the Chi- 
nese mainiand. Once this was done, Sen. 
George spoke for 50 minutes late Thurs- 
day afternoon in an atmosphere described 
as “hushed and tensed.” “I ask each man,” 
he said, “what is his alternative?” 

The nation has not quite realized the 
gravity of the situation, but the Senate 
has. Sen. George, because of the great 
respect with which he is held, was able 
to convey to the Senate his confidence in 
the President and in the course which 
the President will follow in using the au- 
thority granted him. All who heard it 
describe it as one of the great speeches 
of the Georgian’s career. 

Sen. George has given the nation a 
typical service such as only a well-bal- 
anced and experienced senator can pro- 
vide. To understand the full measure of 
his contribution to the nation’s security, 
one has but to consider what dismay and 
lack of confidence and unity there would 
have been if one of the unstable Republi- 
can figures, such as Sen. Knowland, had 
been chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee and had been called upon to 
do the job which Sen. George has done so 
creditably and effectively. 

Let it be noted and noted well that 
it is the Democratic Party which has re- 
stored this bipartisanship to the Con- 
gress after the Republican senators, Mc- 
Carthy, Mundt, Knowland and others had 
destroyed it in the first two years of the 
Eisenhower administration. 

In retrospect, we sometimes wonder 
if Sen. George’s own people fully appreci- 
ate what he has done for the state, and 
the stature which is his in the Senate 
of our country. Certainly he has earned 
the gratitude of his state and the nation.

From the very beginning, or from 
the end of the second great war, Formosa 
and her future should have been brought 
before the United Nations. The nation 
then was saddied with the fiction of 
Chiang Kai-shek’s military strength and 
of his strength as a symbol.

3. “The Communist bloc will 
continue intense efforts to in- 
crease its output, especially in 
heavy industry, with little regard 
to human costs. In view of the 
fact, appreciation of the substan- 
tial successes of the United 
States and independent Europe, 
acting in close cooperation, in 
achieving both industrial ex- 
pansion and better living is es- 
sential. Such cooperation, con- 
tinued in the future, can serve 
as a basic weapon in the East- 
West struggle.”’ 

4. “Careful consideration” 
should be given to restrictions on 
trade between the West and the 
Soviet bloc in recognition of ‘‘the 
desirability of cultivating friend- 
ship with the people in Commu- 
nist countries via trade in non- 
strategic goods.”’
